REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest all of the limitations of the claimed 
invention including an apparatus for forming wave windings for rotor and stator lamination 
packets of electrical machines with the limitation of a device for introducing wave windings cut 
from the winding band into radially outwardly open slots of a cylinder member which is one of a 
rotor or stator lamination packet or a similar transfer tool, characterized in that the forming 
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device for the wave winding band has a rotatable device which is one of two rotatable disks or 
one rotatable roller and two rows of forming protrusions distributed uniformly over the 
circumference of the rotatable device and offset from one another relative to the respectively 
other row and protruding past the circumference of the rotatable device.
